Lewis B. Hershey, se- 
lective Service Director, 
lists these duties of an 
employerin fitting dis- 
charged veterans back 
into the jobs they left 
to go to war: 
|. Federal courts have 

upheld the right of a 

discharged veteran to 

return to former employment. 

2. An employer must accept a veteran 
back provided he applies for a job 
within 90 days after his discharge 
from service, and if he is ‘‘quali- 
fied to perform the duties of such 
position.” Though the abilities of 
an ex-soldier to perform the duties 
which he left must be determined 
by “common sense and experi- 
ence,’ officials suggest strongly 
an employers obligation to give 
the returning veteran a job he 
can do, even though re-training 
might be necessary. A man seek- 
ing re-instatement cannot be 
asked to meet higher standards 
than were prevailing when he left. 

3. An employer must take back an ap- 
plicant unless his circumstances 
have so changed as to make it “un- 
reasonable or impossible” to do so. 
Selective Service emphasizes that 
“convenient” must be distin- 
guished from “impossible or un- 
reasonable.” 

4. Employers must give veterans po- 
sitions of like seniority, status 
and pay. Seniority rights accum- 
ulate during military or naval serv- 
ice. 

5. Employers are required to reinstate 
veterans ‘without unnecessary de- 
lay.’ A veteran entitled to reem- 
ployment rights may, by legal ac- 
tion, recover back pay even after 
his reinstatement, if it was im- 
properly delayed.

Many of you are familiar with the mechanism by which you can purchase 
good usable tools from Gerry Green's Salvage Department at ridiculously low 
prices. Bulletins are posted by the time clocks giving you all the details. 

Cash sales records from the stockroom indicate that there have been a sur- 
prisingly large volume of purchases made in this manner. The physical volume 
ot tools is enormous. It exceeds the dollar volume because of the low price 
at which salvage tools are obtainable by members of the Plomb team. 

There have frequently been misunderstandings about salvage tools. They 
are rejects that are imperfect in one particular or another. They do not meet 
the rigid requirements that we set up for tools whether bought by jobbers 
with priorities, or bought direct. However, most of these tools will turn nuts 


and are thereby usable. 


It has always been the policy of Plomb to make tools available to its peo- 
ple at very low prices, practically the cost of labor and material. 

The purpose of this editorial, then, is to tell you to take advantage of avail- 
able salvage tools for yourselves and your immediate friends but not for re- 
sale. Familiarize yourself with the bulletin and procedures and get in on the 
deal. It’s a honey and one you can ill afford to miss. 

Sometime later when we don’t have to handle all these rejected and im- 
pertect tools on th basis of “Government Property’ we may find some other 
market for them. In the meantime, we can't sell them generally but we can 


make them available to you. 


Just another dividend you enjoy as a member of the Plomb team. 
Incidentally the sale of salvage tools helps the Profit-Sharing-Fund.
